On this 
basis he justified war. 

“Even so, there are not many 
persons who really favor war. They 
are only blind to the ties of 
peace and ignorant of the careers of 
war.

Chief Execu Geternc im 
Benson, a few days ay ued 3 
proclamation declaring April 22 as 
Peace Day. Governor Benson stated 
that he subscribed “fully to the 
aims and objectives of Peace Day.” 
He urged the participation by the 
people as a whole in this enlight- 
ened movement of the young people 
in order that they might “direct 
their thoughts and energies to an 
analysis of the causes of warfare, 
its futilities and the means of its 
prevention.”

MOSCOW, April 25—The Central 
Committee of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union decided that 
Party organizations in the new Na- 
tional Union of Republics formed in 
connection with the new Constitu- 
tion shall be turned into indepen- 
dent national Communist Parties. 

For instance, the Kazakh regional 
organization of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union will be- 
come the Communist Party (Bolshe- 
viks) of Kazakhstan and the Kir- 
ghiz regional organization of the 
C. P., S. U., will be the Communist 
Party (Bolsheviks) of Kirghiz. 

The forthcoming Party Con- 
gresses, the Kazakh and Kirghiz re- 
publics will carry out elections of 
the Central Committees of these 
new national Communist Parties. 

The Caucasian regional committee 
of the C.PS.U. is to be liquidated, 
and the Central Committee of the 
Aizerbaijan C. P., the Central Com- 
mittee of the Georgian C. P., and 
the Central Committee of the Ar- 
menia C. P. will be subordinated to 
the Central Committee of the C. P. 
S. U.

BOSTON, Mass., April 25.—The 
New England District Committee of 
the International Workers Order 
wired a protest in the name of its 
5,000 members to Governor Lewis

strike of shoe workers of Lewiston 
and Auburn. 

A. Eleff, district secrtary of the 
IWO, pointed out that his organiza- 
tion has hundreds of members 
among the shoe workers and is 
“deeply concerned with the present 
struggle of the shoe workers under 
the leadership of the United Shoe 
Workers of America to improve 
their hours, wages and working con- 
ditions.”

tional high schools to that fixed in 
academic high schools. e 

The position of the Board of Edu- 
cation has been sustained by the 
Supreme Court and by the Appel- 
late Division on the ground that 
such a reduction in the hours would 
constitute an interference with the 
internal management of the school 
system. | 

Mr. Cooper's brief pointed out, 
however, that Section 610a of the 
Education Law provides that teach- 
ers in vocational high schools 
should have the same “rights, privi- 
leges and status” as teachers in any 
other kind of high school.

With his criticism of the huge 
American war budget, and its belli- 
cose purpose, there must be agree- 
ment. But Mr. Hallgren does not 
show how the American people can 
first against the swollen war expen- 
ditures by demanding closer collab- 
oration of the U. S. and the Soviet 
Union to stay the hand of Japan, 
to prevent war, rather than acceler- 
ate the race to war.

in 1931. Japan's slicing up of

be the most potent factors for world 
peace today. 


There’s 
A Difference 


We beg leave to insist that re- 
gardiess of the fact that the U. 8. 
is an-imperialist country with im- 
perialist motives, that for China it 
makes a world of difference whether 
it suffers the fate of Manchuria, 
or whether the so-called “open 
door” imperialist policy, of desiring 
China intact as a market, persists.

We cannct forget the great h 
torical precedent of the Siberia 
intervention when the Japano- 
American conflict: forced the ulti- 
mate withdrawal of Japanese, Brit- 
ish and American troops from Si- 
beria and delayed Japan’s seizure 
of Manchuria for 11 years; that is, 
until after the completion of the 
Soviet Union's first Five Year Plan. 

In fact, the delay of Japan’s ex- 
tension of the Manchurian invasion 
into an anti-Soviet war has prob- 
ably forever estopped the Tokyo 
militarists from ever gaining their 
objectives in the Soviet Eastern 
garden patch. 

Furthermore, the factors leading 
to the Nazi-Japanese alliance (with 
its anti-British and distinctly anti- 
American phases—see the Herald 
Tribune of November 26 and 27) 
are not taken account of. 

These specific and characteristic 
phases of present American policies 
apropos the concrete development 
of the world war danger, we think 
Mr. Haligren has the tendency to 
Slight in favor of his general his- 
torical thesis which he thinks must 
run a straight, undialectical—which 
is to say, an unrealistic—course.

There’s a lot of talk about the Brooklyn Dodgers 


becoming serious this season. If that’s true it’s too bad. 

The Dodgers have somehow or other become synonymous with 
goofiness in baseball. The layman who doesn't know much about the 
game knows that the Dodgers are the ‘eam noted for running the 
wrong way and getting hit on the head with fly balls. 

A lot of it is myth—some of it is due to the fact that there's some- 
thing natively funny about the Borough of Brooklyn anyhow—but 
still there has been plenty of basis for the idea. 

The Dodgers have the unhappy faculty of coming up year after 
year with players who can hit savagely and can't field, or are fielding 
marvels and can’t hit. Too often they also present clucks who can't 
do either. 

Who can forget Jigger Statz, probably the most spectacular 
outfielder of all time—but a guy who couldn't hit the floor tf he 
jell out of bed? Or Babe Herman, the gangling, vapid looking 
citizen who blasted the ball with prodigious jury and played the 
outfield in a daze? 


The All-Star Infield 


I think the funniest of all Brooklyn teams was the one that came 
up from the South one year with an infield composed of Babe Herman 
at first ‘he was shifted later), Jimmy Partridge at second, Johnny 
Butler at short and Bobby Barrett at third. 

Partridge was an erratic fielder who kicked the ball with more 
enthusiasm than a worker soccer player. Butler was a fading veteran 
with bad legs who couldn't get off a dime in the field. It was scream- 
‘ngly pathetic to see him wave at the ball futilely as it passed him 
flewly on the way to left field an inch from his glove. I could swear 
I saw the ball slow up a bit and laugh right in Johnny's face some- 
times. 

And that Barrett! He was a good hitter and could come up with 
& ground ball—but when he cocked his arm to throw, people in the 
grandstand back of first base ducked instinctively. 

Iu never forget one Sunday game at Ebbetts Field that year 
when the Dodgers played Boston. Poor old Uncle Robby was the 
manager of the flock then. In the third inning with the bases full 
and two out, a Boston batter grounded to Barrett at third. Bobby 
wound up and let fly. It was the first perfect peg he had made all 
year, speeding straight across the diamond to first waist high. 

Good old Babe stretched his arms out—and the ball went right 
through his glove, hit him in the neck, and rolled to the grandstand 
while three runners scored. 

The next day Robby put Herman in the outfield. He hit too hard 
to leave out of the line-up. His debut as an outfielder came when 
he charged in furiously with his head down for a line drive which 
sailed serenely over his head to the fence for a triple. 


. 
He Could Cook Anyhow 


That was Herman the outfielder. There was Herman the hase- 
runner. One day he was on first base when Del Bissonette lifted 
the ball over the right field wall for a home run. As Del rounded first 
Herman stopped to congratulate him—and Del, not being able to stop 
in time, passed him on the baseline. 

“Nice hit, Del,” enthused the Babe. 

“Yer out!” bellowed Umpire Kiem. 

But the most famous of the Herman and Dodger exploits, the 
one that has already gone down in baseball history, is the time he 
tripled into a double play. 

I remember that one clearly. Dazzy Vance, greatest pitcher the 
Dodgers ever had, but a lumbering loss on the bases - v on second; 
Chick Fewster, possessed of a colony of pixies, was on first and Babe 
at bat. 

He connected. The ball soared on a vicious line toward the 
right field wall. 

Slow and cautious Vance, afraid the ball might be caught, waited 
a while and then lumbered to third where he parked. Fewster figured 
the hit for a double and sped around to third. And Herman asked no 
questions. He stuck his head down and ‘lew around the sacks, tearing 
into third with a picturesque hook slide. 

It was too cute. There were the three of them on third base at 
the same time, looking a bit silly, the third baseman, who had 
obtained the ball, was busy tagging them one after the other, the
